A college home... 


To the man taking his place among the hundreds 
of new students at Nebraska, fraternities offer a 
group of friends to last a lifetime and a home away 
from home. This home offers you comfortable, con- 
venient living accommodations, good well-planned 
meals, and a variety of activities to suit your interests. 

Just as your own home offers a closeness in living, 
the chapter house binds its men into a firm union 
where troubles can always be discussed. 

Life in the chapter house teaches members to 
respect opinions and rights of others, to share and 
to assume their own part of group obligations and 
offers the challenge of properly accepting and dis- 
charging responsibility. 

People develop and progress best in a congenial, 
stimulating atmosphere which a fraternity, with its 
carefully chosen men, develops. Every member learns 
that it is sometimes necessary to subordinate himself 
for the welfare of the group or he may find it nec- 
essary to assume the initiative and lead the group. 


Realizing the importance of academic success, 
each fraternity at the University of Nebraska has es- 
tablished a well-coordinated scholarship program to 
assist pledges and active members alike. 

All fraternities have enforced quiet hours which 
offer more than ample time for study according to 
University standards. In addition fraternities usually 
assign their pledges to supervised study halls so that 
they may have every opportunity to confer with upper- 
classmen who have proven themselves scholasticallv. 
Extensive reference systems and resources are usually 
to be found in the fraternity house also. 

Fraternity men realize that their scholastic initia- 
tive and study habits have a direct bearing on every 
man living and studying in the house. Study pro- 
grams are set up within the individual fraternity, such 
as scholarship contests and awards for academic ex- 
cellence. These programs help to keep the main pur- 
pose of the University in the mind of the fraternity 
man. 

Combining the immediate need for respectable 
pledge scholarship with long-range improvement of 
the over-all fraternity scholastic standing is the goal 
of the Interfraternity Council and it has given full 
attention to the ways and means of accomplishing 
this goal. The IFC program includes a tutoring pro- 
gram for pledges, a complete listing of top fraternity 
scholars, and scholastic awards and recognition. 

As a result of IFC scholarship reports which 
pointed out that only two in seven men who graduate 
from the third quarter of their senior high school grad- 
uating class will achieve the required scholastic aver- 
age to be eligible for initiation into a fraternity, the 
Inter-fraternity Council limited participation in Rush 
to only those men who were in the upper half of their 
high school graduating class. 

If a man is in the lower half he must prove himself 
by making a 2.000 scholastic average. This is the min- 
imum pledging average; the minimum average for 
initiation is 2.000. No fraternity allows a pledge more 
than three semesters to attain the minimum average 
required for initiation. 

In summary the Greek system of today realizes the 
necessity of a firm academic foundation. 


Mow much will it cost? 


Fraternity membership, at the University is not a 
financial burden, but merely ordinary living expenses 
and those necessary to secure a broader education. 

By banding men together in order to minimize 
living expenses, fraternities have the financial respon- 
sibilities of living within a detailed budget and plan- 
ning their spending so that costs will be kept at a 
minimum. 

The table on this page gives the approximate 
monthly living costs for the spring of 1966 at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. It can easily be seen that the 
costs of room and board compare favorably with these 
expenses anywhere around the campus area. Aside 
from pledge and initiation fees, which are paid only 
once, the total cost of living and social expenses of 
the fraternity man are about equal to those of the 
independent. 

Before signing a pledge card, a person should in- 
quire thoroughly into the question of cost. Find out if 
the prices quoted to you are all inclusive or if there 
are additional assessments required. Sometimes fra- 
ternities which quote the lowest prices may be in real- 
ity much more expensive. It is best to know exactly 
what the cost will be. 

Only through the ability to pay its bills can a fra- 
ternity survive, and this depends entirely on the abil- 
ity of its members to pay their bills.

Fraternity men at Nebraska are leaders. This is 
true whether you are speaking of campus organiza- 
tions, civic activities or community projects. 

Leadership is an attribute which every fraternity 
on the Nebraska campus encourages. When a man 
pledges as a freshman, he is exposed to a training 
program— known as pledgeship—in which his lead- 
ership qualities are recognized and developed. He is 
also given more than adequate help and support from 
his brothers as he enters into the realm of college 

P activities. 

The success of such programs is evidenced by the 
number of leaders the Greek system contributes to 
campus activities. Outstanding Greek men hold lead- 
ership positions in every major activity on campus. 
The vast majority of Kosmet Klub, men’s amateur 
theatrical society, Corn Cobs, men’s spirit group, and 
Student Senate, the student governing body, are fra- 
ternity men. 

Greeks hold key positions on the Daily Nebraskan, 
the student newspaper, and the Cornhusker yearbook. 
To this list can be added the yell squad, Builders, 
Union and the Student Tribunal. 

Not only can the fraternity system claim the top 

leaders in each organization, but it can list the names 
of hundreds of Greek men serving in lesser—but all- 
important—positions in nearly every activity. The 
Greek system obviously provides the energy and lead- 
ership for the University student body. 
: These men who are officers and the members of 
these organizations were the ones who capitalized on 
the training and guidance offered them by their fra- 
ternity. Their membership in the Greek system is a 
testimonial to its value, vigor and strength. 


Greeks spend many long hours pouring through 
the myriad of facts for the Daily Nebraskan. 
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Fraternities at Nebraska have always supported 
the Cornhusker athletic teams with their time, talents 
and energies. And every year, many of Nebraska‘s 
outstanding athletes are proud Greeks. 

These college athletes can all affirm that the 
fraternal relationship has been a reciprocal one. As 
their abilities blossomed on Husker teams, these 
same men were also developing their personalities 
and were participating in the total scope of college. 
Each athlete has found that the fraternity plays an 
important part in his development as an athlete and 
as a man. 

Having proved his worth to the Husker athletic 
establishment, the Greek has also improved his per- 
sonal regard and development through a rewarding 
association with the fraternity system. 


Intramural athletics at Nebraska mean hard play, 
keen competition and a healthy atmosphere of team- 
work. Participating in the intramural program, both 
affiliated and non-affiliated men with varying abili- 
ties are playing for the same intangible and tangible 
benefit for which the Greeks of long ago trained and 
played. 

One of the best means available for a pledge to 
become acquainted with the active members of his 
chapter is through participation in intramurals. Play- 
ing in any one of the 24 sports in the program, the 
pledge progresses to an understanding of the other 
men in the chapter. Through the “espirit de corps’’ 
developed under the pressure of competition, the fra- 
ternity ideal of brotherhood and team work becomes 
a reality. 

Many prepsters have enjoyed the thrills that only 
athletics can bring. The Greek system offers that 
same keen competition and those same ‘‘unforget- 
table moments” to its members through intramural 
competition.

As does any family, the Fraternity feels an obli- 
gation to the community of which it is a part—to sup- 
port its projects and charities, to participate in its 
decisions and to contribute active citizenship. 

Ranking high on the fraternity calendar are many 
community service projects. Hell Week has been re- 
placed by Help Week with constructive projects such 
as laying train tracks at the Children’s Zoo, sponsor- 
ing orphan’‘s parties and similar events. 

The Interfraternity Council annually awards the 
Dr. C. B. Schultz Trophy for the chapter with the most 
outstanding achievements in Community Service. 

Among the projects completed in competition for 
the trophy were cleaning, repairing and painting com- 
munity centers, homes and churches; a campaian to 
alert the public to the value of seat belts; the Heart 
Fund; March of Dimes; Easter Seals; Walking Blood 
Banks: disaster preparedness teams and many others. 
In addition, each year during Greek Week the entire 
system unites to assist a major charity. 

Manpower and methods have helped keep the 
Greeks mindful of their community service obligation. 
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Social life... 


One of the most rewarding features of college 
life is the social activity. Here again the college fra- 
ternity is the center of much of its members’ social 
life. As such, it seeks to develop many social graces 
including consideration for others and courtesy. Good 
manners and taste are part of the training of every 
fraternity member. 

Throughout the year, houses sponsor hour dances, 
exchange dinners and social functions with sororities 
and girls dorms. The fraternity holds several house 
parties and usually a formal dinner dance. In addi- 
tion, there are spontaneous parties, bridge games and 
the fun of working together with the rest of the house 
preparing skits and with sororities on homecoming 
displays. 

Fraternities encourage their members to date as 
much as possible. As in activities and studies, older 
members are willing to help the pledge get dates. 

The social activities of the fraternity will broad- 
en your personality and your friendships. There is no 
better way to bind close social relationship than by 
relaxing with fraternity brothers in the den or living 
room of your house.

The purpose of Alpha Gamma Rho is to make 
better men through brotherhood in the fraternity. This 
brotherhood is nurtured and strengthened by the shar- 
ing of a common interest in agriculture. 

In the making of better men, Alpha Gamma Rho 
stresses all facets of University life—from scholar- 
ship'to social events. AGR continually ranks near the 
top of all fraternities in scholarship, both nationally 
and on the Nebraska campus. Scholarship is deemed 
essential and the AGR‘s have proved it by raising their 
house average ten of the past eleven semesters. 

The AGR’s participate in most of the University 
activities and have officers in many of these. AGR’s 
are also strong in intra-murals and hold numerous 
championships. 

Social events are very important, too. Besides 
house parties, the AGR’s have annual social events 
including the Sweetheart Formal, Rho Rendezvous, a 
pledge party, Founder’s Day Banquet and the Mistle- 
toe Maneuver.

Chi Phi initiated a valuable community service 
in its ‘People to the Polls’’ project. In the election, 
the brothers worked with city headquarters in provid- 
ing transportation for the voters. Also, Chi Phi were 
chosen to escort the contestants in the Nebraska 
Junior Miss Pageant. 

NU’s chapter, Alpha Theta Chi, was founded as 
a local in 1895, and united with Chi Phi in 1932. Dur- 
ing WW II it withdrew but was re-established in 1964. 
The chapter completed colonization requirements 
within one year and already has distinguished itself 
as one of the fastest growing fraternities on campus. 

“A strong brotherhood backed by an eager alum- 
ni’’ is the phrase best describing Chi Phi. The chap- 
ter is especially proud of Vic Smith, a local alum who 
was voted ‘Outstanding Chi Phi of the Year’’ by the 
National Fraternity. Other alums of the NU chapter 
include G. L. Phililippe, President of General Electric 
and Percy Spencer, Chairman of the Board of Sin- 
clair Oil Corporation. It is the active support of these 
and other alums that maintain Chi Phi as an ad- 
vancing fraternity.

Dedicated 
to achievement through brotherhood, Eta chapter like 
many chapters of Kappa Alpha Psi has strived to re- 
ceive full recognition at many of the major univer- 
sities in the United States.

Print, and Larry Vrba played a major role in the 1965

in many scholastic honoraries. 

One of the old line, large national organizations, 
Theta Chi was established in 1865. It consists of 131 
chapters, employs a full time administrative staff 
and has over 50,000 living members.

Zeta Beta Tau 


On December 29,1898, Professor J. H. Gottheil 
of Columbia University and a number of students 
from New York attending different institutions gath- 
ered to form an American Replica of a Vienna Stu- 
dent Society. The new society was originally called 
“Z7.B.T.” in 1903. The first chapter was formed at 
C.C.N.Y., others followed at Long Island Medical 
College in 1903, New York University and Columbia 
in 1904, in 1907 others were established at Pennsyl- 
vania, Cornell, and Jefferson Medical College. On 
October 28, 1907 ZBT was granted a charter by the 
Secretary of State of New York. The first convention 
was held in New York on December 23, 1907. ZBT 
has chapters in the USA; Montreal, Canada; British 
Columbia; and Manitoba. The crest was established 
in 1911 and was designed by Herbert Lippman and 
Harold Goldman of Columbia. The ‘‘Zeta Beta Tau’’ 
Quarterly appeared in October of 1913. ZBT has been 
a member of the National IFC since 1912 and has 
52 alumni, 60 active chapters and 8 colonies. 

In 1966, the ZBT house was reorganized at the 
University of Nebraska, after a five year absence. 
From the previous chapter, three brothers wrote the 
national song “My Brothers, Here’s My Hand.” This 
past year ZBT has taken part in intramural sports, 
Homecoming display and had a finalist for Sadie 
Hawkin’s Day.

If you have expressed an interest in fraternities 
on your administrative request forms you will not 
receive a dorm contract. 


The University Housing Office will help to find 
housing for those men that go through Rush Week 
and do not pledge a fraternity who are without a 
dorm contract. 


It is impossible to go through Rush Week or 
pledge a fraternity the first semester if you are in 
the lower half of your high school graduating class. 
You are advised to write the housing office and make 
them aware of this if you have expressed an interest 
in fraternities and have not received a dorm contract. 


If you plan to go through Rush Week in order 
to gain a knowledge of fraternities and intend to 
pledge later in the first semester or during the sec- 
ond semester, it is possible to obtain a dorm contract. 
However, you should consult the contract cancellation 
policy listed in the next column.

No one in the lower half of his high school grad- 
uating class can be pledged the first semester. 
Said person will be eligible for pledging second 
semester if he makes a 2.0 average or above. 


Rush week will be held from Sept. 3-8. It in- 
cludes compulsory orientation session, 16 com- 


_ pulsory open house dates, 12 optional open house 


dates, six rush dates Wednesday, Sept. 6, three 
rush dates Thursday, Sept. 7, and open rush on 
Friday, Sept. 8. Rush Week officially closes at 
6 p.m. Friday, Sept. 8. 


No rushee may accept or wear a pledge pin un- 
til after 4:30 p.m., Thursday, Sept. 7. A man 
is not bound to any fraternity by accepting a 
pledge pin nor officially recognized as a pledge 
until he has filed a bid card with the IFC. (This 
ruling does not apply to men pledged under the 
Wildcat Rush program). 


It is the responsibility of the rushees to keep 
their dates. Dates shall in no way be split be- 
tween two or more fraternities.

No rushee may be in any fraternity house at any 
time other than during these bonafide dates or 
open house. Upon filing his bid card, the pledge 
is free to move into the fraternity house. 


The following men must wait 30 days before 
pledging a fraternity and may not live in any 
fraternity house for said 30 days. 

1. Any man failing to go through Rush Week 
and not pledged during the summer. 

2. Any man failing to pledge by 6 p.m. Fri- 
day, September 8. 

3. Any man breaking a pledge at any time. 


A fee of $25.00 must be paid by each rushee 
who goes through rush week. 


All fraternities and rushees shall use the regu- 
lation cards and bid slips authorized and printed 
under the auspices of the Interfraternity Coun- 
cil. 


Except during bonafide dates or open house, no 
rushee shall communicate with any fraternity 
member other than by phone. 


Any violation of the above rules will prohibit the 
rushee from pledging for 30 days. 
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Faaternity Rules... 


After 10:45 p.m. Sunday, September 3, rushees 
Greek merits are convincingly presented. can be contacted by a fraternity member only dur- 
ing bonafide dates or by phone. 


No fraternity shall make public a list of its 
pledges before announcement of same by the IFC. 


Do not feel obligated to commit yourself to any 
fraternity before time of pledging. 


A member of a fraternity is defined as any ac- 
tive, holdover pledge or alumnus of that frater- 
nity. 


Violation of any of the above rules by any mem- 
ber fraternity will subject that fraternity to a 
maxium fine of five hundred dollars ($500) 
and/or suspension of social privileges. All com- 
plaints shall be filed with the Executive Commit- 
tee of the IFC.

Housing Rules... 


1. All rushees—this includes Lincolh men too— 
will reside in Abel Hall for the entire Rush Week 
period. Rushees may register and move into their 
assigned rooms any time after 1:00 p.m., Sun- 
day, September 3. All men must have completed 
this registration by 10:45 p.m. the same evening. 


2. Outside of bonafide rush dates, according to the 
Rush Week Schedule, rushees must remain in 
Abel Hall at all times during Rush Week. 


3. Rushees will, at all times, be under the direct su- 
pervision of the IFC and resident supervisors. All 
University regulations pertaining to conduct will 
be observed at all times. 


4. Rushees will furnish their own blankets, towels, 
soap and personal needs. Bed linen will be fur- 
nished by Abel Hall.

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The Council deliberates on important decisions concerning the Greek system. 


About the Interfraternity Council... 


Serving as the governing body for the University 
of Nebraska’s Greek system, the Interfraternity 
Council coordinates and supervises the activities of 
the 26 social fraternities. 

‘The IFC includes a representative from each 
house, usually the president, and an executive board 

selected from prominent Greek leaders. Other frater- 

nity members are chosen by the IFC to head various 
committees such as rush, publication, scholarship, 
affairs, FMA, publicity and expansion. These groups 
. s@lve problems and propose improvements in the 
'~ Greek system. The council meets once a week. 

Greek Week, an IFC sponsored annual event, gives 
all the Greeks an opportunity to work together for a 
common goal, thus increasing the system’s unity. 
Last year, IFC sponsored a car wash. The proceeds 
from this project went to pay for a traveling sign 
which publicizes the University. 

Setting a precedent for future action, the IFC 
passed a motion condemning drinking at house func- 
tions. The firm stand by the council received backing 
from the University’s Dean of Student affairs and 
was aenerally regarded as a step forward in guar- 
anteeing the future of the system. 


Further emphasis was placed on scholarship as the 
Council continued the provision that rushees must be 
in the upper half of their high school graduating class. 
With the change of the University grading system, the 
IFC has set activation average at 2.1 with 4.0 as 
perfect. The committee on scholarship conducted tu- 
toring sessions for all university students. The tutors 
were paid-upperclassmen who had shown outstanding 
ability during their undergraduate work, Subjects in 
which this instruction was available included math, 
chemistry, political science and business administra- 
tion. 

To acquaint freshmen with the workings of the 
fraternity system, the Junior Interfraternity Council 
is set up as a subdivision of the IFC. Delegates from 
each fraternity pledge class participate on the Junior 
IFC in much the same way as representatives of the 
houses serve the Council. 

Programs sponsored by the Juniors included the 
65 “Sorority Row’ book picturina the pledge classes 
of the University’s 17 sororities. Also during the 1964 
national elections they put on a “’get out and vote”’ 
campaign. These and cther activities proved success- 
ful in accomplishing the Junior IFC’s purpose of serv- 
ing as a training ground for its senior counterpart.

Dear Rushee, 


As an incoming freshman at the University of Nebraska, you are 
faced with several decisions.

If | 
may quote a column written by the national syndicated columnist and com- 
mentator, Walter Cronkite: 


‘ 


‘.... Since 1825, every President of the United States except two 
was a fraternity man. One hundred members of their Cabinets in the last 
sixty years were fraternity men. Since the Civil War, forty Justices of the 
Supreme Court were fraternity men. You don’t have to belong to a fraternity 
to be great, but history shows it helps.’’ 


It may seem to you as if | am speaking in “‘ideal’’ terms. You are 
right. Fraternity is an ideal. It helps you, the college man to set your goals 
in life, to establish your personality and develop your strong points. 


Your decision to pledge a fraternity will be one for life. It will shape 
the goals for which you strive. It will develop your utmost potential as an 
individual and as a well-rounded person. We invite you to make a decision 
for pledging. There |S a fraternity for you.

Tips to Rushees 


The following suggestions are designed to help you in 
your selection of a house to pledge and also to make your visits 
to each house go as smoothly as possible. 


I. 


When visiting a house, ASK AS MANY QUESTIONS 
AS YOU LIKE. The fraternities are anxious to have 
you know about them, their history, traditions, etc. 


a) INQUIRE ABOUT SCHOLARSHIP. Your primary 
purpose in being at college is for an education, so 
ask the houses about their study conditions for 
both actives and pledges. 


b) ASK ABOUT PLEDGE DUTIES. Try to get an 
approximate idea of how much time you are ex- 
pected to devote to other tasks around the house. 


c) DETERMINE THE MONTHLY HOUSEBILL. Find 
out whether any ‘extras’ are added on. Ask about 
pledge fees, initiation fees and about any notes 
or contracts to sign. 


Try to make a good impression by being alert, friendly, 
and interested. BE YOURSELF — a phony personality 
shows up soon enough. 


Contribute to the conversation, but do not monopo- 
lize it. 


Dress neatly, wear a suit or sport coat and slacks. 


A good, firm handshake will always contribute to a 
better impression. No man appreciates a limp, “dead 
fish’ grip. 


Most important of all, BE RELAXED, and enjoy Rush Week. 
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The college career for a young man is a time for development socially 
and intellectually. The college fraternity aids the future adult in his growth. 

A fraternity fulfills definite needs that are apparent in the university 
atmosphere. One of these needs is the development of one’s personality. 
A new initiate must learn to get along with other people and adjust himself 
to the give and take of chapter life. At times he will have to subordinate 
personal wants for the welfare of the group, but on other occasions, he must 
take the lead in carrying through a certain project. 

A fraternity house provides a home and the brothers a close knit group 
of men all striving for a college education. Since the majority of new initiates 
are relatively unfamiliar with the University when pledging, the fraternity 
aids greatly in campus orientation. It helps clarify ideas, widens his acquaint- 
ances, and develops self confidence. 

Personal problems in college are numerous. The planning of one’s time 
requires constant thought and advice. Chapters close the gap by breaking 
of family ties, and create a home away from home. Help is offered not only 


in scholastic areas, but in dealings with others and in special problems. 
Social poise is a necessary asset that every man must develop. This 


social grace is necessary with both male and female and fraternity life offers 
excellent training for this trait. 

A balance between social activities and scholastic endeavors is neces- 
sary in college and the fraternity provides this balance. Scholarship is the 
primary reason all of us are in school and should take first consideration. 

Not only do chapters have inter-chapter competition between the 
brothers, but they also encourage interfraternity rivalries on the campus. 
Fraternities require a minimum grade point average for pledging and final 
membership and encourage the man to improve all he possibly can. At Ne- 
braska, the all-fraternity average has been considerably higher than that 
of the all non-fraternity men. 

The friends a fraternity man makes in his chapter are often for life 
and his contacts enlarge even after graduation. Loyalty for the fraternity 


and alma mater is a trait that is cultivated and furthered by association with 
the Greek system. 


All in all the fraternity fosters high ideals, teaches respect and poise, 
enhances loyalty, encourages scholarship, offers advice and counsel, broad- 
ens outside interests and provides cooperative living.

Rushees Dictionary 


ACTIVE—A fully initiated member of a fraternity. 


ALUM—A fraternity man who has graduated from 
college. 


CHAPTER—The local group of a fraternal organiza- 
tion. 


FORMAL PLEDGING—The ceremony in which the 
pledge pin is received. 


FRATERNITY—A group of men living together in 
friendship, striving to obtain the greatest 
benefit from college. Also refers to sorori- 
ties in general. 


FUNCTION—An organized social event between a 
fraternity and a women’s house. 


GREEK—A member of a fraternity or sorority. Also 


may refer to fraternities or sororities in 
general. 


HELP WEEK—A period of intense training in the 
ideals of fraternity just prior to initiation. 
Often a community service project is under- 
taken at this time. 


INITIATE—An active member of a fraternity. 


INITIATION—The ceremony during which the 
pledge who has made his grades and com- 
pleted the pledgeship is activated. 


INTERFRATERNITY COUNCIL—The central govern- 
ing body of all University fraternities. 


PLEDGE—A member of a fraternity who has not yet 
been initiated. 


PLEDGE TRAINING—Also known as pledgeship, it 
is the period between formal pledging and 
initiation during which the pledge is taught 
the concept of fraternity in relation to the 
University. 

RUSH—The act of entertaining prospective members. 


RUSHEE—A college man who is being considered 
for membership in a fraternity. 


RUSH WEEK—The period set aside before New Stu- 
dent Week for intensive rushing and pledg- 
ing. 

SORORITY—The women’s Greek letter counterpart 
of fraternity. 


WOODSIE—An outdoor party, similar to a picnic.

Wildcat Rusk 


Wildcat Rush is a new phase of the University of 
Nebraska’s IFC Rush Program. Wildcat Rush allows 
each house to pledge 10 men during the summer. 
These men will then be officially pledged to that 
house and will be recognized as official members of 
that house in the eyes of the Interfraternity Council 
from the date of pledging. 


The following rules apply to Wildcat Rush — 


1. All men pledged must be in the upper one-half of 
their high school graduating class. 


2. Each house must use official IFC bid cards. 


This card must include the signature of the 
rushee, a house officer and the rushee’s parents. 


No fraternity may break a pledge during the 
summer. 


If a summer pledge wishes to break his pledge, 
he may not re-pledge until October 30. 


The summer pledge fee is $10. 


Men pledged during the summer are considered 
officially as members of their house and may 
rush accordingly within the rules set down by the 
Interfraternity Council.
